gravated the situation,

acute food shortage. Meats and 
fats are still in short supply but 
German restaurants serve much 
better fare than those in Britain. 

For example, Stix had no 
trouble getting ham and eggs in 
German restaurants but was 
laughed at when he ordered 
same in London. The black mark- 
et is still the curse of Western 
Germany and keeps prices of 
many, food stuffs far beyond 
reach of the average German. 

Johnny's father and mother 
would like to come to Canada.
